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CALEDONIAN CLANISHNESS. 


@ INCE the meeting of Scotsmen, held at the Young Men’s Christian 
\A Association last Saturday, I have had the pleasure of a long “ crack” 
with an old Scotch friend, who, Iam sorry to say, is unyielding in his 
opposition to the institution then proposed of a Caledonian Association 
in Manchester. He ridiculed the name to begin with, being poetical, as

“ Bluid’s thicker than water, they say ; maybe it is, though my Bible 
tells me, mon, that God made o’ ae bluid a’ nations o’ the airth. But 
what is this Society, I should like to ken? Ae half o’ them, nae doot, 
are a set o’ rantin’, rievin’, rowtin’ Heelanders, that have been deceitfu’ 
rowdies frae the beginnin’, an’ are only half ceevileezed at the present 
day, for a’ the Free Kirk has dune for them ; that wheedle an’ creenge 
when they're sober, and brag and bounce when they’re drunk ;, wha only 
followed the natural instinct transmitted to them by their cattle-liftin’ 
ancestors when they made their descent upon Mainchester in the howp o’ 
carryin’ aff what they could get, and tak’ it back to swagger and craw 
owe in their native fastnesses in the North. Ye say a Scotchman never 
gangs hame again. That’s aiblins true eneuch, but weel a wat his inten- 
tion when he leaves hame is to fill his purse as soon as he can wi’ the 
spoils o’ the Egyptians, and return to play the braw big man amang 
his auld neibours and schule-fellows.” 

“Well, well,” I interjected, ‘I know your prejudices against High- 
landers, and the Stuarts, whom they so gallantly followed in their falling 
fortunes ; but if there exists the antipathy you suppose between High- 
landers and Lowlanders, and Borderers, I think “ clanishness ” is hardly 
the word to describe the commendable spirit of union which knits them 
together in a foreign land.” 

“Ye've hit it, man, ye’ve hit it,” he said. ‘“ Aye, an Ogilvie would 
collogue wi’ a Campbell to get the better roond a Southron. It’s the 
naytural clanish instinct. Whatever the jealousies and hates that exist 
mang themselves, Scotchmen will aye stick up for each ither, richt or 
wrang. Weel, I canna see through that doctrine either by the licht 0’ reason or 
revelation, My neibour is ivery man, whether English, Scotch, or Irish— 
I've fund guid, bad, an’ indifferent o’ a’ sorts--and I dinna see that ane 
lus a greater claim than anither upon my charity or guid will. I’ve been 
heartily an’ honestly treated by my English neibours. They're maistly 
Enstians, and some o’ them geyan Papeestical, nae doot; but accordin’ to 
their lichts they're hearty and generous folk, and it goes agin the grain 
wi’ me a’-the-gither to draw myself awa’ frae them in selfish isolation. 
It a puir body comes to my door, am I first of a’ to speir whether he’s a 
Scotchman before I gae him a crust or a copper? I trow no, as Alder- 
man Bennett said the ither day. Turn the tables the ither way, man, 
td suppose yersel’ a hungry gangril at an Englishman’s yett, and hear 
him say, ‘Gang awa, ye silly daidlin Scotchman, to yer ain kith and kin. 
Tm a member o’ the St. George’s Benevolent Association, and help nane 
but Englishmen.’ ” 
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least a praiseworthy thing ‘ to preserve and revive national reminiscences 
and memories,’” 

“Ou ay, to ‘ preserve’ the reminiscences and ‘ revive’ the memories, I 
suppose? Havers wi’ their periodical meetins to promote social and 
freendly intercourse. It means drinkin’ and fuddlin’ generally. I've 
attended some o’ their meetins in my time. At ae Burns Club dinner 
I fund there wasna a member wha kent the air o’ ‘ There was a lad was 
born in Kyle,’ and they sang it to a barbarous jingle, which varied wi’ 
ilka verse. They ca’d Burns ‘ Bobby,’ a name that in Ayrshire would 
only be applied to a bairn or afule. Nae mair o’ their Scotch dinners 
for me, na nor their Caledonian balls neither, wi’ a’ wheen fules loupin’ and 
hoochin’ in kilts wha never wore them afore, and pay the penalty next 
mornin’ wi’ sair heids and rheumatic knees. Puir lads, I hae seen some 
o’ them come doon to Miss Stewart's on a Setterday mornin’, after ane o’ 
thae sprees, and bonnie like sichts they were, a’ muckle in need o’ the 
nips they took to revive them. Their ‘memory’ regairdin’ what took 
place the nicht before was ‘ national’ chiefly as it related to whuskey, 
and their ‘ reminiscences’ needed a guid deal o’ revivin’ before they could 
say hoo they missed their way hame.” 

“Well, Thomas, as a teetotaler and a possible elder, that’s no doubt a 
sore point with you, and we must all deplore the national vice, as it is 
called. But surely you will be more tender to the second object of the 
Association, which I observe is ‘to advance the interests of deserving 
persons connected with Scotland, resident in Manchester and district, 
who may stand in need of the influence of members of the Association.’” 

“ Aye, aye, ‘ Tak care o’ Dowb,’ though maybe yere na auld eneuch to 
mind what that meant. When Lord Panmure was war minister, and 
his despatches to our generals in the Crimea were published, the readers 
were perplexed to find what that injunction meant, until it was whispered 
abroad that ‘ Dowb’ was a pet name o’ a clansman o’ the war minister, 
whose indiveedual interests the affectionate uncle didna overlook, even 
in his absorbing care for the national honour and welfare. But the

THE PARKS, ETC. 


r HE time has once more come for describing these, and we will take 
{ first ALexanpra Pank, which is still much frequented by those who 
go there. The pot containing lime still reposes in the grotto under the 
handless clock alluded to last year, and the head gardener has had his 
hair cut several times since our last report.

§ OMETHING I said last week in defence of Sunday excursionists and 
¢ their ways, but there is much to be said on the other side, from a 


point of view which is too seldom taken up, and from which a rebuke may | 


Any one who will 
adventure to spend a couple of shillings on railways, and take a week 
among the Derbyshire hills and dales, will appreciate the remarks which 
Iam about to make. To the mass of Manchester people, including those 
who do go for an occasional excursion, these dales and hills are as 
unknown as the Desert of Sahara or the icebergs at the Pole. 


of this is, of course, pure laziness and ignorance. 


One cause 
There are lots of 
people in every big town who are satisfied to spend all their lives without 
getting a breath of pure air either “ here or there.” Very likely they do 
not feel the want of it, although that want is certain to be eating away at 
their vitals. There are, however, a good many »eople who pride them- 
selves on getting out of the smoke and taking exercise, but these don’t go 
to Derbyshire, where they will get exhilarating air and beautiful scenery, 
and I verily believe that the reason they don’t go is that a five miles’ walk 
in Derbyshire means five miles without a public-house. How is a man to 
enjoy Derbyshire who has been accustomed to stroll along a suburban 
road in Lancashire or Cheshire, calling at a public-house every mile or so 
to get a glass of beer or spirits? We may laugh as we please at the 
cecesional extravagant arguments of temperance advocates, but there is 
no denying the fact that at the bottom of every popular English recreation, 
be it of what sort it may, there lurks the public-house. That is the sum 
and substance of every Briton’s holiday ambition, to get plenty of liquor 
with his amusement. It is no exaggeration to say that there are plenty 
of persons who every week make a miserable compromise between town 
and country air, and call it an “ outing,” spending the while more money 
at public-houses than would pay their fare to the heart of the Peak and 
back, and buy them a meal of ham and eggs into the bargain. This 
fondness for fuddling at public-houses is an essentially British attribute, 
and since there is apparently no cure for it, the best plan might seem to 
be to apply to it the aphorism of Sir Henry Thompson——that it is a luxury, 
a national luxury, and that people who use luxuries must pay for them in 
some shape or other, the payment in the present case being a physical 
one, Even the luxury of Derbyshire air and scenery has to be paid for, 
but the payment is merely trifling and pecuniary. We Britons are always 
boasting of being a manly race, but how few of these are there who would 
care to face a walk of six or seven miles without a glass of beer or other 
stimulant? The objection for the most part is an imaginary one, but 
this is no argument for manliness, Of all kinds of fear or apprehension, 
those which are imaginary are the least creditable to the person indulging 
them. The objection is an imaginary one, because those who have tried 
it know that the air of Derbyshire actually has a more invigorating 
influence on the walker than any stimulant, whether beer or spirits. Yet 
even ifa man can be persuaded to try it, the certainty is that before 
he has made a mile and a half he will produce a pocket-flask, and take a 
swig of whiskey or brandy. I saw a Manchester man doing this the other 
day within full view of Kinder Scout, and the sight was to me symbolic 
of national decadence. It is a sight that you will not often see, for there 


are few people who will face these walks among hills at all. Those who 


do delight in them will know how to appreciate, especially when they 
feel the appetite for solid food, which has perhaps been languid all the 


week, coming upon them with an undeniable force. I should like to be 


the apostle of Derbyshire to hundreds of my fellow-citizens, dyspeptic or | 


otherwise. I should like to descant, if I had space, on the glorious freshness 
of the air; the ever-changing variety and harmonising colours of the

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maid’s face is glorious in pink and white; on the old world churehes 
peeping among the old yew-trees, and the graves of old> people (young 
people don't die in Derbyshire—a man of seventy is a youth under thy 
shadow of those yew-trees).

I don’t know, but there seems 
to be some attraction lacking in Manchester. I should like if I haa pace, 
but I haven't, to say ever so much more in praise of Derbyshire the 
unknown. Other people go hundreds of miles once a year to get a change 
of air and look at seenery. I can get better specimens of both than ever 
they get for half-a-crown, and so could they if they only had sense,

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NOTES IN THE CI COUNCIL. 
Y) HE proceedings in the City Council, on Wednesday, began somewhat 
~*) sadly. The Mayor took notice of the sudden death of Mr. Marshall, 
the member for Medlock Street Ward, which was announced in the daily 
papers a few days ago, and the Council, ever sympathetic in all personal 
matters, shared the unfeigned regret with which his worship spoke. Mr. 
Marshall, though originally Liberal in politics, was known in his later and 
municipal years as a Conservative, and principally on account of his partisan. 
ship he had to fight his ward at every election, and was not always successful. 
Nevertheless, he was respected by all parties in the Council as a useful work- 
ing member, who did a great share of work on committees, and he was listened 
to when he spoke with the deference due to one who always offered some 
practical contribution to the debate.—Then the Mayor's suggestion to 
present an address to the Queen and the Prince of Wales, on his Royal 
Highness’s safe return from India, was carried out. Whether it is that 
the City Council is becoming less old-fashionedly loyal than the Dean 
would like, or the councillors imagine that they are rather late for the 
fair, we do not know, but the proposal was somewhat coldly received, and 
passed in a perfunctory manner. The subject having once been named 
could not with propriety be withdrawn, and the address was passed with 
a cold unanimity—Mr. Alderman Murray even venturing the remark that 
it “was not worth discussing.”—Next, the Council passed to another per- 
sonal matter, in regard to which there was unalloyed and universal pleasure. 
The three years’ mayoralty of Mr. Alderman Grave left him in the Council 
none but friends, and a general feeling was gratified when his portrait, 
painted by Perey, was presented to the Corporation. The likeness is an 
admirable one. When Mr. Alderman Willert moved its acceptance by 
the Council, as a valuable addition to the civic portrait gallery, however, 
there was a general titter. Some of the artists who have operated upon 
previous civie dignitaries have not been such clever portrait painters as 
Mr. Perey, and there are some profane, not to say blasphemous, people 
in the Couneil who look upon this art collection as something in the 


| nature of a white elephant.—Then followed a short discussion of the 


Grammar School scheme, as amended by the Charity Commissioners, 
which afforded Mr. Croston and Mr. Alderman Baker an opportunity of 
airing their opinions at wearisome length. Mr. Alderman Baker, by the 


| way, gave a somewhat odd reason for inflicting his budget of stale plati- 


tudes upon his fellows. It was that he had once made a speeci upon 
the subject before, and he thought that the Council would like to hear 
what he had to say about it again. We respectfully-submit that the 


| premise does not support the conclusion. This apology for a vain 


garrulity is only equalled by the explanation which the same speaker 
gave of his intervention in the debate on the Town Hall baptism question 


| at the General Purposes Committee last week. He had nothing to add, he 


frankly confessed, to what Mr. Alderman Heywood had said so admirably, 
but the hall was such a magnificent structure, and so creditable to the 
Corporation, that he could not allow the opportunity to pass, ete.—Mr. 
Croston and Mr. Baker having abused the amended scheme to their 
hearts’ content, we reached what had been anticipated as the debate of 
the day—Mr. Alderman Bennett's proposal to re-name the Town Hall 
‘City Hall.” But Mr. Bennett, it seems, has been employing the 
interval since last Thursday in reading up upon the question, and 
as a consequence of this precess his opinions have undergone some 
modification. He now sces that ‘ City Hall,” which he then thought the 
only genteel, appropriate, and aitractive title, is altogether unsuitable. 
Here there were good-humoured shouts of laughter and cheering at Mr. 
Bennett's sudden conversion, but it soon appeared that he was prepared 
to jump Jim Crow in a different direction. He wants another month, 
however, before he makes the spring. He has obtained a new light upon 
the meaning of “ guild,” and he is desirous to know whither it may lead 
him. Who has been coaching him, we wonder? Has the Blackpool 
public schoolmaster become private tutor? We scem to descry a dim vision 
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of Mr. Isaac Gregory in the distance, wandering sadly on the lone sea- 
beach at South Shore, meditating on the waywardness of men and things. 
Or has he been consulting the Bishop of Salford, or Dr. Marshall, of St. 
John the Baptist’s, each of whom has been introducing “ guilds” to his 
respective charges?—the only “ guilds,” we believe, that exist in this 
neighbourhood. Meanwhile, the good old time-honoured title remains, 
and may it never be altered !—The Council shortly afterwards settled 
down to the estimates of the year, and the proceedings became too prosaic 
for further description.

JEFFERSON'S “RIP VAN WINKLE.” 


( vHE return of Mr. Joseph Jefferson to the Manchester stage after ten 
yh years’ absence must strike the actor almost as oddly as the improved 
appearance of the Town of Falling Waters did poor obfuscated Rip Van 
Winkle on his re-appearance there after a twenty years’ spell of en- 
chanted forgetfulness in Sleepy Hollow, induced by his carouse with the 
weird spirits of Hendrich Hudson and his crew. How changed is every- 
thing in Manchester, and more especially in our little dramatic world, in the 
interval! Knowles, Calvert, Egan have all deserted the scene with varying 
fortunes; their names are memories treasured with more or less affection 
and regard by a passing generation; and their work, as far as its influence 
is discernible on our altered stage, may be said to have been “ writ in 
water.” In Mr. Jefferson his admirers can detect no change. Advancing 
age that comes to all men has writ no wrinkles on his brow. His per- 
formance is the same artistic, highly-finished piece of workmanship that 
it was ten years ago, varying scarcely a hair's breadth in outline or detail. 
If these observations were made in the form of complaint or detraction, 
it would clearly be unfair. A study so perfect and minute as “ Rip Van 
Winkle” cannot and ought not to undergo change in repetition. Mr. 


Jefferson owes nothing at all to impulsive outbursts; his style knows | 


naught of *‘broad effects.” Everything is accomplished by subtle 
touches, the effect of each being accurately measured and faultlessly 
appraised, The quick unerring succession of these delicate strokes tells 
rapidly, and before one has got over the first impression of disappoint- 
ment, or has time to put to himself the question that rises to his lips, 
** When is the acting going to begin?” he finds his attention rivetted, and 
he is henceforth under the spell not of an actor, but of a real living, 
thinking, impressionable being, in the inner workings of whose nature he 
feels as close and a more absorbing interest than do his wife and child, 
or his boon companions. We cease to think of the fable and its wild 
absurdity, judged by any realistic measure; we forget to consider the 
result known beforehand, and only watch the man in his helpless, 
irresolute struggles against the vice which sinks him, with a lingering 
hope, and not absolutely without faith in his possible self-emancipation. 


The same artistic effect is produced in the weird pantomimic scenes of | 
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the second act, and sustained in the pathetic situations of the thin’, Th, 
phantom pirates whom he encounters on the Kautskill mountains wey 
us, palpably enough, grotesque make-believes. But we cannot help se 
that the actor deals with them as realities, of some abnormal type no 
doubt; and the apparent conflict between his fear and his good-) 
scepticism, as he toys with and ultimately yields to the temptation 4, 
drink, is extremely clever. But it is, after all, in the last act, when re.

however produced, the result is there—that we are almost made to shin 
the general scepticism of the villagers. The closing scenes are intensely 
pathetic. Time that, like distance, softens the ugliest outlines, lys 
cast a romantic haze over the frailties of the middle-aged outcast, and the 
wrongs he has done his wife and child. We have now no feeling but tlut 
of tenderness for his pitiable suffering.
